This exceeds by. several billions of 
dollars the total balance iii favor 
of the United Suites from 1875 to 
1914. 
Department of Commerce Figures 
h ere show that the trade balance 
made iii favor of the United States 
in the fiscal year ending iii 1914., 
one month before r n war began, j 
was only $470,000,000. 
During the 
first year of the war it was $1,034.- 
419,600 and in the next year, end­ 
ing June 30. 1916. .t was $2,135,- 
599.375. 
During 
the 
succeeding 
year the total was $3,530,693,209. 
Meantime, the United Sates had 
entered the struggle and in the 
year ending June 30, 1918—the first 
full fiscal year of America’s parti­ 
cipation—the balance was only $2.- 
974,055,973. 
In the next year, end­ 
ing last June 30, however, it was 
$4,136,526,618. 
During the first ll months of this 
fiscal year the balance was only 
$2,788,451,602. 
Bin exports were 
larger in those l l months than in 
any other full fiscal year in the 
nations history*, totalling $7,474,- 
193.349, as against the ra v io lis 12 
m onths’ record of 
$7,232,282,686, 
made during the last fiscal year. 
At the same time that America s 
exuort trade began to advance by 
leaps and bounds the import trade 
also showed an enormous increase, 
totalling $2,917,883,510 in the year 
cnding-June 30.

A THIRD PARTY. 
The Third Party movement is tak-1 
ing definite shape. It is. a great mis­ 
take to assume that it is sure to be 
merely a flash in the pan. 
On the 
contrary, it is almost certain to have 
concrete results of a highly important j 
nature. The probable appearance in ! 
the field of a new party of very*con- 
siderable strength is an element in 
the situation of which both the estab­ 
lished parties must take careful note. 
The republicans, when they met in 
Chicago, were confronted by an irre­ 
concilable division of opinion in their 
; party. They did their best to bridge 
te gap, but they did not succeed. It 
is possible that they have secured the 
lukewarm allegiance of some of the 
leaders of the disaffected factions, 
but they certainly have not secured 
the support of those factions* them­ 
selves; though they made shameful 
compromises and surrenders in 
the 
' effort to do so. 
How completely they failed to ac­ 
complish their purpose is shown by 
William Randolph Hearses call to the 
disaffected to get together and form 
a new party. 
Hearst has heerP'Tnov- 
ing in that direction for a long time. 
He has simply been waiting in the 
hope that Johnson would secure the 
republican nomination. Johnson hav­ 
ing failed to do this, and Mr. Hearst 
being perfectly well aware that the 
democratic party is not going to kow­ 
tow to the motley groups for whom 
he speaks, the official call for the 
Third Party is now sounded. 
For our part, we hope that the 
Third Party will be launched, 
It is 
undoubtedly true that a very consid­ 
erable portion of the voting population 
of America is not now represented by 
either th democratic or republican 
party and is, therefore, without any 
means of expressing its will at the 
polls. This is not a satisfactory con­ 
dition. 
For one thing, it tempts the 
existing parties to sacrifice their prin­ 
ciples by pandering to the dissaffected 
* in order to get their votes. 
That is 
what the republican part^ has been 
doing for the past year and a half and 
that is the real reason why the repub­ 
lican senate rejected the Treaty and 
Hie League—a crime fraught with 
dire consequences to the world. With 
a Third Party definitely in the field 
and with the disaffected groups align­ 
ed under its standard, the two old 
• parties vMll no longer be subject to 
the tempattion to play for the votes 
of those groups. 
That in itself will be an enormous 
gain, though it should be said at once 
that so far as the democratic party’s 
record is concerned, % it is clean 
in 
this 
respect, 
all 
the 
pan­ 
dering 
and 
bargaining 
having 
been on the republican side. But aside 
from this, it is desirable that the 
groups for which 
Hearst speaks 
should have a means of expressing 
themselves at the ballot box, and it 
JU to be hoped that they will provide 
themselves with such means by form­ 
ing a party of their own.
